Prof. Turnipseed is .'iiirvived by his 
widow, formerly .Miss Jo.xophlne Bur- 
ger, of Ooshen, Ohio; a son, Edwa.'-d. 
and three brothers. Attorney Albert 
Turnipseed. West Union, Ohio, and 
Prof. Charles, of Orangeburg, and 
Prof. George H. Turnnlpseed, Superln- 
teiKicnl of the Mason county schools. 
He was a lirother of the late Thomas 
Turnipseed. formerly a ihi'IuIht of the 
Cincinnati Police Department.

In regard to the tobacco plant infec- 
tion which i.s playing havoc with the 
Hurley crop In Central JCentucky coun- 
.tles, County Agent George Kirk this 
morning issued this statement: 

The reports of enormous damage to 
the tobacco crop throughout Central 
Kentucky have alarmed the Mason 
touiity farmers to a certain extent, but 
to date there have been no reports of 
damage In MasQi^ county eaoept lao- 
lEted cases which are probably root 
rot or Injury due to exceaalve rains, 
which when followed by extreme hot 
weather may cause sunburn, or a form 
of rust. 

Most of the territory which is af- 
fected has had much less rain than 
.Mason county, and the trouble may be 
aggravated on that account In case 
there la any nnexplainahle trouble 
showing up In any nelds in this county 
the fttrmer should communicate at 
once with the Farm Huriau, mul ar- 
rangements will lie made to have a 
pathologlat visit the field in order to 
ascertain whether anything can be 
done to cheek the damage. 

In any event it will be meet wise for 
any tsrmer to observe very otosely the 
( ondltion of hla tobacco, and in case 
any loss appears the crop next year 
should be planted on soil which has 
not been planted in tobacco for some 
years, and If po.sslble at some distance 
from where this year's crop waa rais- 
ed'. Old plant beds should not be used, 
snd steam sterilisation ia the one sure 
way to avoid the spread of any fungus 
or bacterial dlaease whlah will infect 
the entire Held If the plant bed la In- 
fected.

4t the battle ot Qilboa, in which 
Kiitf Saul and Us three sons wert 
ikrin, the Ark ot the Covenant was 
captured by the Philistines and car- 
ried as a trophy and placed in one of 
tLelr heathen teniDles.

"God 
blessed the lioiise nf ()l)cdeiUiin," and 
David was encouraped lo make an- 
other effort to bring it t(^ Jerusalem 
This he did and made a great feast, 
and ottered buQit offerings with great! 
rejoicing. It was placed in a taber-j 
nacle where It continued till It was re- j 
moved to the magnificent temple built I 
by Solomon. In the :;5ih chapter of | 
Exodus one will find a description of | 
the Ark. It contained the stones on 

which Qod wrote the ten command- ' 



ments. Aaron's rod liad a pot ot man- 
na. 

To the Jews the Ark was the symbol 
of Ood's presence, God promised to 
reveal himself to the high priest at 
this Ark, so it was at the Ark that the 
prteat rfoetved ravalations from God. 
David determlaad to eatabllili \iIh 
kingdom under the protaotlon ot Al- 
mighty God. Ho did wisely. He had 
great prosperity. The nation grew by 
leaps and bounds. The land promised 
to Abraham was contiuered— "from the 
River of Egypt to the Euphrates." Of 
all the rulers of Israel David's admin- 
istrattan excelled. ^ 

Even Solomon with all his wisdom 
did not rule the peopla as wlsel^^ 
his father David. This is easily ac- 
counted fur when we remember that 
Oavid relied upon tiod for wisdom, 
and honored God in all his acts. He 
was a g^t go-to-church roan. Hoar 
him, "I wu glad when they said let 
us . go up to the house of the Lord." 
Again, "A day In Thy courts is better 
than a thousand. I would rather be a 
door-keepor In the house oj God than 
to dwell in the tents of wlckeness." 
Would to God that all the rulers, in 
every office ii> our beloved country, 
would^emulate David, in this regard. 
No adinlnistratMrcan be truly wise 
without Ood is honored. "The nation 
that forgets Qod will perish " "The 
wicked shall be turned Into hell and 
all the nations that forget Ood." These 
are lilhle quotations. Itulers owe it to 
tlie Nation they rule as well as to (iod 
to be devout worshippers. .Volliing 
else that they can do will be so help- 
ful to the nation they rule. The serv- 
ice ot God is a mark of the highest 
patrlotlsig. Religion cannot be main- 
tained without houses ot worship, and 
sanctuaries are ot no value without 
worshippers. David the Kiuf;, not only 
culled all the people lo the place of 
worship but he went himself and took 
prominent part. This is what our rul- 
ers should do.
